The Lighting and Elsctrical:System ¢ 
manship Needed : Winter Motoring : 


—— 


' Beiter Work: 
Keeping 


the Car = to its Work. 


The lighting aifd electrical equipment of 
the present day popular-priced car cannot 
yet be considered ‘a workmanhke job. For 


"“gome reason or other*manufacturers have 


overlooked this important part “of the 
equipment, particularly so far asthe lay- 
out of the wiring and Connections are con- 
cerned. It is the one section of otherwise 
sound engineering jobs ‘that does not give 
satisfaction to owner-dYivérs, and*a little 
concentration on this part of the car would 


save much annoyance, troublé and. irrita- 


fion to owners. 
POOR CRAFTSMANSHIP. | 

It is hardly necessary to set out in full 
a-list-of the defects or poor workmanship 
which the average owner -makes the 
acquaintance of sooner than later -in his 
car, but a few. instances will máke clear 
more attention and 
better craftsmanship” are needed... The 
cables which»convey the current” to the 
rear and front “lights, for-mstanee, are 
laid along the under-chassis,. . They are 
exposed to-all weathers ; they are altogther 
unprotected, and, as may be only expected, 
in a short time they become encrusted 
with mud and filth. The moisture event- 
ually rots the outer covering, and the flow 
of current is consequently interfered with. 
In addition, it is the exception to find 
these and the other cables secured so as to 
prevent them being jolted out of their 
positions. Fraying of the covering follows 


with the inevitable short circurts. The

wires are laid in the most out-of-the-way 
places of the chassis. and Mis wath con 
siderable difficulty that anyone but a 
trained wiresman is able to trace any pai- 
ticular wire fromthe distributor to thie 
bulb comnection.- Cables are daid in anil 
around the engine where oil collects, and 
often” one “finds that the trouble to the 
lighting system is due to parts of the 
eables being covered with pools of oil and 
dirt. Again, the cables to the head, and 
pilot lights particularly, are so exposed 
under the wings that nothing but a 
sturdy type of cable, protected from the 
water and mud which is being continually 
splashed up by the car, will insure that 
these cables will act efficiently for any 
lengthened périod. These are a few points 
in the lighting system which call 
provement and some attempt at 
workmanship. 
THE POINTS THAT NEED ATTENTION 
Until “the. hghting systems are so im- 
proved as to compare favourably with the 
remainder of the mechanical part of the 
car, it is Incumbent on owner-drivers, par- 
ticularly during the winter tMmonths, to 
check regularly all the vital points in the 
of their They 
will find it is very well worth while to in- 
spect occasionally all connections, and, 
where necessary, clean and tighten them 
as loose and dirty contacts prevent smooth 
engine running. The storage battery is, 
of course, the vital part of the 
system, and needs regular attention. The 
cells must be kept filled with distilled 
water to a level of half-an-inch above the 
top of the plates. If when filfing one col!

In 
taking hydrometer readings care should 
be exercised to return the liquid to the 
same battery cells from which it- has been 
taken. 

It is quite a simple matter to take a 
reading. <A. hydrometer costs but .a-few 
shillings. The vent plugs of the battery 
are removed and the tube of the hydro- 
meter inserted in each cell and some of 
the electroylite. taken into the hydro- 
meter. The hydrometer will register the 
state of the battery, attenion to wick 
will mean economy in the running of 
car. 
IMPORTANCE OF CLEAN PLUGS. 

The importance of clean plugs and the 
gaps at the correct distance is very often 
overlooked until such time as the engine 
refuses to answer the demand made on 
her. All spark plugs should be removed 
every two or three months and the gaps 
tested with a thickness gauge. Spark 
plugs will not deliver the maximum spark 
unless the points are properly spaced, too 
large or too small a spark being detri- 
mental to ignition. The points of the 
porcelain of the. plug should be kept clean; 
for if they get into a fouled or sooty 
condition bad engine functioning results. 
They may. be very easily cleaned with a 
stiff tooth brush dipped in petrol:. The 
distributor requires very little attention 
except two or three drops of oil every 
five hundred miles. It is, however, a 
cood plan to check the points and adjust 
them to the proper clearance if necessary 
before starting out on a long journey. An 
incorrect gap will ‘adversely affect the 
performance of the engine. 

AN OFT-REPEATED WARNING. 

Every motorist has heard of the ad- 
vantage of maintaining the tyres at the 
correct pressure, but comparatively few 
pay any attention to these warnings.. The 
correct air pressure cannot be 
over-estimated. Extra tyre-life, greater 
comfort. and éasier steering are obtained 
from tyres filled to the correct pressure, 
while tyres that. are being worked under 
the pressure for which they have been 
designed to operate are a source of con- 
siderable’ danger and expense. When 
tyres are too hard “the car will be shaken 
about unduly, and.if the pressure is too 
low the steering will become extremely 
hard, and, above all, the car will be liable 
to skid, 

Speaking of skids,. the 
remember is that when the car skids the 
front wheels should be turned into the 
ot ’ That is if the back wheels slide 
down towards the mear side kerb 
the front wheel should be also turned 
towards the near kerb, the degree of 
turning the steering wheel varying with 
the seriousness of the skid. At all costs 
avoid over-correction of a slide, as to do 
so may involve one in a further series of 
skids. Rapid but unflurried action is 
the essential. 

THE SPRINGS AND BULBS. 

The springs of many cars are exposed 
the elements, and during the winter 
months they will tend to become rusty

A SPECIAL LIST. 

The solicitors in attendance made a number 
of suggestions which they stated might help 
in. solving the problem. in regard to the 
existing. situation and the confusion which 
it entailed. 

Mr. O hUadhaizh pointed out that prior to 
the opening of the Hine the publishers of the 
Legal Diary had issued a special hist, m 
which the cases in the Dublin -Cirewit Couats 
for a few days had been printed. That gave 
them a good deal of information, and he 
wished it had been. followed up. It probably. 
however, had the effect upon the solicitors 
of saving: themselves the trouble of going

way. 
Judge Roc he intimated that he would have 
inquiries made into the entire ‘position. 

Mr. O hUadhaich thought that if the Legal 
Diary were published from the first day «f 
the term of the Circuit Courts it might get 
over the difficulty with which they were 
confronted.

‘‘A€ HOPELESS SYSTEM.” 

i O hUadhaigh expressed the opinion 
that the system under which they were 
endeavouring to work was antiquated and 
hopeless.. He -had made a number of pr-- 
posals to the rule-making authority with a 
view to bringing the, system up-to-date, bu: 
the rules and the amendments which he had 
drafted were scrapped. The existing system 
and the condition of affairs were causin, 
crave inconvenience to the solicitors, to whom 
they were a source of extreme anxiety. 

Mr. Maguire interposed to explain that 
heretotore the practice in the Circuit and the 
Recorder’s Courts was confined to a small 
number of solicitors, but had been extended 
to almost 500, and that, in addition to the 
number of pending and old cases, was 
calculated to lead to some misunderstandings 
my; confusion. 

Mr. McLoughlin suggested that 4 warnire 
list with cases should be sent out before 
hand in order to keep the business entered 
in the minds of the solicitors and the public, 
who, he said desired to express their in- 
debtedness to his lordship for his assistance.

HOSE who will spare a few moments 

for indulgence in retrospect cannot 
fail to realise that the last thirty years 
have provided the greatest change in 
domestic conditions and customs ever wit- 
nessed im any three decades. Better 
housing, improved hygiene, women’s 
emancipation, the cult of sport in all 
its branches, travel] facilities, the feverish 
hunt for amusement," and the evolution 
of the “ bright young thing ” are accepted 
as the natural order of events. 

Perhaps because of the very rapidity 
of these developments other, and in many 
ways better and more lasting, things are 
in danger of being overlooked. There is 
much talk of art, but, except for those 
who make it their business, little or no 
real knowledge.

That it is possible to purchase good 
original paintings and etchings at prices 
ranging from a few guineas upwards is 
not realised by many people. The en- 
lightened who desire to possess a smal] 
collection of contemporary works of art 
are very often at a loss how best to 
achieve their object. 

Sir Joseph Duveen, whose work on 
behalf of art needs no comment, realising 
the hopeless disadvantages under which 
the younger artists of the present day 
were slowly being crushed out of existence, 
organised the British Artists’ Exhibi- 
tions, which have done so much during 
the last four years to forward the interests 
of British contemporary art, not only at 
home but abroad. 

Now that this movement is well estab- 
lished, it is right that its history and 
intentions should be brought clearly be- 
fore the public, and Sir Joseph’s excel- 
lent book, “ Thirty Years of British Art,” 
ought to receive the appreciation which 
it deserves. Here he gives a summary of 
the pre and post war art movements, and 
explains the origin and development of 
his organisation. The summary, though 
of necessity condensed, is written admir- 
ably, and the cause of the struggling 
artist never before has found so powerful 
an advocate, 

Sir Joseph combines with his vast 
knowledge of the old masters a real under- 
standing of, and sympathy with, contem- 
porary work. His cultivated taste enables 
him to judge with unerring insight be- 
tween good and mediocre, and his 
catholicity embraces all alike, 
academician to ultra-modernist. 

In addition to eight colour plates, the 
volume contains a large number of repro- 
ductions in photogravure. Its very

It. is interesting to have recalled for us 
the fact that “ up to the 1st of July, 1885, 
Home Rule was not the storm centre of 
British politics. 

It was, in fact, during the first six 
months of Lord Salisbury’s ' Government 
of Caretakers ” that the Irish question 
came really into the forefront of British 
politics, and Lord Balfour's summary of 
the general attitude towards it in Great 
Britain at the time is interesting. Inci- 
dentally, he pays a compliment to the 
Nationdlist Party of that day. He says :— 

In truth, Home Rule was never in Great Britain 
a party issue till after the general election of 
1885, and the main interest of the first six months 
of the new Parliamentary era 1s to show how the 
change came about. To be sure, no Englishman 
was satisfied with the condition of Ireland. No 
Englishman loved what, in- the jargon of politics, 
was called “ coercion.”’ No Enghshman loved crime. 
No Englishman could be satisfied with a Partia- 
mentary situation in which the Anglo-Irish adminis- 
tration of Ireland was the object of unceasing 
attack by the majority of Irish members. The 

Mother of Parliaments ” groaned uncer a tyranny 
which permitted what was, in some respects, the 
most brilliant Parliamentary Party which the British 
system of representative government has ever pro- 
expend ‘all ifs ‘cloqnences and all its 
ingenuity in making representative government in 
the United Kingdom unworkable. But though all 
recognised the ills under which we suffered, neither 
of the great historic partics was as yet prepared to 
give up the Union :

It 
Is interesting to note, however. that, writ- 
ing forty-three vears after the event, Lord 
Balfour held Mr. Gladstone’s attitude at

| just possible that by the joint effort of the

Union with Ireland could be more or less 
amicably dissolved. So thinking, he felt 
bound to make the attempt ; and it was not 
till the attempt miscarried that his House 
of Commons tactics took their final shape.” 

A few pages further on, the main thread 
of the autobiography is broken at the end 
of Chapter Fifteen, which ends with a 
promise of increasing interest in its 
successors: ' On July 20 (1886) the Home 
Rulers were defeated at the election by a 
majority of 118; and the new Parliamen- 
tary era then began.’’ . 

There remain two skimpy chapters, nine- 
teen pages, which, as Mrs. Dugdale ex- 
plains, are but rough drafts, and, even 
without her explanation, might be guessed 
tobe nomore. They refer to certain aspects 
of social life and the war-time visit to 
America. To realise their wholly in- 
adequate and skeleton-like structure one 
has only to refer to the earlier chapters, 
particularly that dealing with the author’s 
life at Cambridge, with its loving atten- 
tion to detail and carefully thought-out 
sentences. The genesis of the ‘‘ Defence 
of Philosophic Doubt ’’—the writing of 
which was the occupation which he “' took 
most seriously ” between the taking of his 
degree in 1869 and entering Parliament in 
1874—will be found in his delightfuily in- 
timate chapter on Eton. i i 

Mrs. Dugdale has done wonders with 
the material at her disposal, but the result 
only makes us realise more keenly the loss 
to recorded history entailed by the non- 
completion of this yvreat  statesman’s 
menioirs.

HE author of this history of the French 
Revolution is to be commended for 
giving readers of Irish an original, well- 
written and scholarly piece of work. He 
breaks new ground im the presentation of 
history in Irish, and when the difficulties 
of subject and termindogy are considered, 
his effort is decidedly praiseworthy. This 
book ought to set a standard below which 
other Irish writers on history must not be 
permitted to fall. Here, at least, the 
public money spent on a book in Irish 
need not be begrudged bythe taxpayer. 
Mr. OLaochdha treats his subject 
seriously. With the historian’s sense of 
proportion, he sketches in the background 
of the Revolution, and. his introductory 
chapter is an excellent summary of its 
social and political roots in the older 
régime, His treatment of personalities, 
on the whole, is fair and well-informed 
Naturally, the political and military 
aspects claim most of the author's atten- 
tion, but he does not ignore economic 
factors. The clergy escape rather lightly, 
and’ the author’s riper ns of the 
period and its significance would be im- 
proved by closer acquaintance with the 
work of M. Mathiez and other recent 
writers.

ENRI DE MONFRIED was thirty 
before he abandoned a sordid 
struggle for existence in France and 
sailed from Marseilles, bound for ~}1- 
bouti, with no other thought than to 
escape into the East. He went further—

a fisher of pearls. Henceforth his life was 
a series of romantic adventures. 

Defying the laws of all nations, he con- 
tinually involved himself in. difficulties 
with the police authorities of Britain, 
France and Italy, completely baffling 
them by daring and successful ventures 
in contraband traffic. No set-back was so 
great as to turn him from his objective. 
His Moslem followers came to regard him 
as endowed with supernatural powers. 
In spite of the most drastic measures, the 
police never were able to obtain 
evidence from native sources to sub. 
stantiate charges against Abd el-Hai when 
he was seemingly in their power. 

All lovers of adventure will cherish 
this book, which puts the efforts of 
modern fiction in the shade. Indeed, it 
is best to read it in the light of a purely 
romantic story; for there is some dis- 
quiet in the thrill with which we follow 
the path of so lawless a figure.

How Evelyn, the super-manager of 
the super-hotel, to whom the hotel was all 
life, was wooed out of this strange absorp- 
Lion, first by the fascinations of the desirable 
Gracie, and finally by the stable virtues of 
the more lowly Violet, forms the story. We 
de not. venture to criticise the care with 
which Mr. Bennett has drawn his three 
characters, and the host of others who sur- 
round them, or the wealth of detail with 
which he crowds his canvas. ‘ Imperial 
Palace” is better than anything that the 
author has done for many years. 

* * * * . 

This book is. the most significant work 
that Mr. Macnamara has yet produced. In 
‘‘ Return to Ebontheever,’’ his picturing of 
peasant life in the eighteen-nineties exhibits 
a broader and more kindly spirit than may 
be found in his earlier works, but, as im the 
case of Thomas Hardy, the irony beneath 
that kindness is sometimes inexorable. The 
theme, in this instance the overturning of 
a mind by jealousy, has a grim appeal. 

Jervis Trimble, the father of Hester 
Trimble, becomes insane, because he has 
brought himself to believe, without any evi- 
dence, that his wife has been unfaitlyul to 
him. He murders her, and is sent to a 
criminal lunatic asylum, where he remains 
for many years, until his youngest daughter, 
Hester, who does not know of her father’s 
crime, obtains his release and brings him 
back to Ebontheever. the adroit conceal- 
ment of the dark secret of Jervis Trimble’s 
past until finally it invoives both the father 
and the daughter gives a suspense to. the 
whole narrative. The father, being. of 
Protestant stock and steeped in Old ‘lesta- 
ment morality, has created within himself 
a series of mbhibitions and consequent re- 
pressions of his emotional life. Any sus- 
picion, therefore, of his wife had such re. 
percussions upon his mind that insanity was 
the result. 

The daughter, Hester Trimble, is one of 
the author’s most beautiful women, and her 
character is drawn with a gracious delicacy. 
The main influence in the moulding of her 
life has been the reading of Hardy’s works, 
and she may rank with the best in Hardy’s 
gallery of women. The central incident in 
the movement of this tragedy is the witness 
ing by Jervis Trimble, after his release from 
the asylum, of a performance of ‘‘ Othello,”’ 
which resulted in the re-enactment in his 
mind of his own deed and the dreadful act 
that. followed. 

The progression of events is over-shadowed 
with an Aeschvlean fatalism. Mr. Macnamara 
has his chorus—a number of characters whom 
he has drawn with even more skill, because 
in themselves, interesting, human, and 
humorous, they relieve and at the same time 
intensify, the drama. The dark fields of 
Ebontheever yield up their secret, and the 
result is a memorable werk of art. 
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In ‘* Mackerel Sky ’’ Helen Ashton intro 
duces us to the ménage of a modern couple 
who have been married for five years, and 
are just beginning to feel that the strain has 
reached hreaking point. ‘The husband is an 
author, who makes his temperament an 
excuse for incompetence, while the wife works 
in a fashionable dress shop, and leaves her 
house to the care, or, rather, to the neglect, 
of a daily. maid. They have avoided a 
family, on the gronnds of economy and con- 
venience, and both are thoroughly dis- 
satisfied and ripe for a storm when the story 
opens. 

Readers may find fanlt with the 
dénouement. but not with the telling of the 
tale or with the character drawing. Mrs. 
Ashton goes from success to success, and 
“ Mackerel ‘Sky ’’ is probably her best novel.

In 
other countries private enterprise has borne 
the cost, with the result that foreign 
countries, such as the Argentine, have twenty 
times more private investment than Australia. 
As a natural consequence, such countries 
have twenty times more friends in London. 

It may interest vonr readers to know that 
of the total national debt of Australia 
(Commonwealth and States) — namely, 
£1,100.000,000-—an equal amount—namely, 
£526,000,000—-is held in Australia and in 
London, and the balance, £48.000.000 in New 
York. This total would be reducible by at 
least 60 per cent. if the national debt were 
counted on the same basis as in Great Britain 
and other countries. Additionally, out of 
the total, £372,000,000 has been incurred by 
the Commonwealth Government, and of this 
approximately £300,000,000 is War debt. 
Of this, approximately two-thirds was held 
in Australia and £92,000,000 in London. 
Since the war this £92,000,000 has been re- 
duced by £11,000,000, making the present 
total £81,000,000. State debts, apart from 
that of the Commonwealth. amount to 
£727 ,000,000, and of this £322,000,000 is held 
in Australia, £375,000.000 in London. and 
£30,000,000 in New York. It is necessary 
to mention these facts to dispel the common 
supposition that practically the whole of the 
Australian national debt is held by English 
bondholders. Figures reveal that it is 
divided equally between Australia and over- 
sea, 

It is not necessary to reiterate that Ans- 
tralia’s wealth lies in her natural resources. 
and I venture to remark that, if even a 
portion of the attention bestowed upon her 
secondary products had been given to the 
development of those natural “esources, the 
position to-day would be different.

OBERAMMERGAU ROMANCE 
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MARRIAGE OF A LEADING WOMAN 
PLAYER. 


From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Thursday.

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TREATMENT. 

The question of preferential treatment was 
raised at the meeting of the Larne Board of 
Guardians yesterday, when tenders from a 
Belfast and a London firm for the provision 
of dinner lifts at the new hospital were sub- 
mitted by Mr. J. A. Hanna, architect. 

Mr. Hanna pointed out that the London 
tender was £6 15s, lower than that of the 
Belfast firm. 

Mr. C. M. Legg, J.P., asked if the auditor 
would pass an account for the work at the 
higher figure. 

The Clerk said. that the Government had 
circularised all public bodies encouraging pre- 
ferential treatment, and allowing for a varia- 
tion in tenders up to fifteen per cent. 

It was stated that the variation in the 
present case was about six per cent., and 
accordingly the Board accepted the Belfast 
tender. 

Mr. Legg said that on the one hand the 
authorities were stressing their connection 
with Great Britain—stressing Free Trade 
within the Empire—and yet they (the 
Guardians) were informed that the Ministry 
approved of preferential treatment to local 
contractors up to fifteen per cent. If they 
were to have Empire free trade they 
should certainly have free trade with Great 
Britain, and he would not again be a party 
to penalising traders in Great Britain at the 
expense of local ratepayers. It was, in fact, 
a tariff. 

_Mr. John Boyd, J.P., said that what par- 
ticularly weighed with the Guardians was the 
convenience of having a local contractor if 
repairs were needed. 

Mr. Legg said that any such repairs could 
be done quite easily by any firm, no matter 
who was the contractor. Mr. Boyd Pr 
to him to be trying very hard to find a reason 
for the preferential treatment, and it did not 
appear to be a very strong one.

The Indian Conference. 
By October 25th a]most “all the Indian 


States representatives will have arrived in 
London, and the Round Table Conference 
will embark upon its sessions. On Wednes- 
day the British Government published the 
names of its delegates, and now, unless 
one or two Indians are added later, we 
may regard the personnel as complete. 
Among the eighty-nine who have been 
chosen are many able and well-known 
people, but there is no outstanding figure ; 
yet in this instance, above all instances, 
a supreme note is required. The Round 
Table Conference not only must deal with 
a crucial problem, but starts without plan 
and in an atmosphere of doubt. Its resolu- 
tions will form the basis of future legisla- 
tion by the Imperial Parliament at West- 
minster; the attitude of this Parliament, 
if ostensibly benign, is known to be 
suspicious in the extreme. Moreover— 
which is more important—the Conference 
does not represent India; for the Congress 
Party will not be present. It is unneces- 
sary to labour the difficulties of its task. 
Nevertheless, we believe that two men 
might have ‘been able to lead it to some 
useful achievement, and it is a sufficient 
comment upon the suitability of the exist- 
ing Cabinet to remark that these two men 
have not been appointed. Sir John Simon 
has been omitted because Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald supposes that “it would be 
monstrous to.sumnton him.” -Lord Lloyd, 
too, has been passed over for no reason 
that may be understood by ordinary 
mortals. 

“Why it should be

Motor Ships. 


The launch of a new motor oil tanker 
at Belfast yesterday recalls to us the part 
played by Ulster's yards in the develop- 
ment of oil-driven shipping. There is ao 
longer room for doubt that the steamsliip’s 
proud supremacy is at an end, and that oil 
fuel is destined to drive the vessels of the 
future. until it is ousted in its turn by 
some cheaper and more satisfactory source 


of power. The change has become 
apparent only within the last ten years. 
In 1920 steamers represented nine-tenths 
of the tonnage under construction in the 
world’s dockyards ; in 1925 they comprised 
no more than fifty per cent., and at 
present the tonnage of motor ships under 
construction is seventy-two per cent. 
greater than that of steam-driven vessels. 
The Belfast yards can claim with reason- 
able pride that they have been among the 
pioneers of motor ship construction, and 
it is no mean boast that the largest British 
vessel of this type, the gigantic Britannia, 
was built and engined in the Queen’s 
Island. To-day the fact that Messrs. 
Workman and Clark, whose yards line 
the northern bank of the Lagan, have 
more than 50,000 tons of tanker shipping 
in hand is a gleam amidst the general

She contrives to capture the lion's 
share of British contracts for oil tankers, 
and these are well-nigh the only vessels 
for which the demand has not become 
noticeably less during 1930. 
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Poetic Ancestry. 


Poets, it seems, are undesirable ancestors. 
A fortnight ago, says the Morning Post, 
the Poetry Society published its intention 
to give a dinner to all the descendants of 
English poets who could be found. Some 
applicants for invitation have come forward 
—among them a woman who claims that 
she can trace “a somewhat battered, but 
genuine, pedigree '' back to John Gay, 
and a descendant of Milton—but the 
general response has ben merely 
moderate. Things were otherwise twenty 
years ago, when a similar invitation con- 
voked between three and four hundred 
shoots of the bardic stock; and we are 
driven to the conclusion that something 
has happened to cast a poetic ancestry into 
disrepute. Can it be that the much 
vaunted “ burning realism ”’ of these post- 
war days has inspired a general reaction 
against the gentle muse, so that her 
devotees are no longer objects of pride? 
Must we blame the similarly blazoned 
‘« spirit of independence ” that forbids the 
hardy modern to wallow in the Poetry 
Society’s fleshpots merely on the strength 
of a chance relationship? We submit that 
the real reason lies deeper—that it lies, in 
fact, in the roots of the Englishman’s 
spirit. Somebody has said that of all the 
poets only one—Vergil—was really respect- 
able in his manner of living. Among the 
English poets there is none who is perfect 
—even the immaculacy of Wordsworth is 
too obtrusive to be real—and the desire for 
respectability is, according to the best 
evidence, the Englishman's supreme con- 
cern. Unable to have poetic and virtuous 
ancestry at the same time, he has no choice 
save to cast Euterpe out.

BEET PRICES. 
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PETITION TO MINISTER. 

At the end of the meeting of farmers, 
addressed by the British Minister oF Agrl- 
culture, Dr. Addison, at Brigg yesterday, a 
petition, signed by growers OT SIX thousand 
acres of sugar beet in North Lincolnshire, 
was presented to the Minister. 

The petition urged him to bring before the 
Government the necessity of fixing the price 
of sugar beet at a figure remunerative to 
the grower and the manufacturer alike, either 
by continuing the subsidy at the present 
figure or by the remission of the Excise 
duty, er by some other practical method. 

Dr. Addison told the meeting that he had 
no time to go into the petition that after- 
noon, but would give the matter his con- 
sideration. 


TH’: LATE SURGEON MAUNSELL. 


The death of a friend always leaves a gap 
in one’s life. When that friend has been for 
many years a devoted and loyal colleague the 
loss is incalculable. Robert Charles Butler 
Maunsell was a great surgeon. In him 
diagnostic ability, keen clinical acumen, sur- 
passing skill and technique combined to a 
degree which placed him in the forefront of 
surgeons. Withal, his calmness, unruffled 
under emergency, however great, produced a 
consistency of standard which never varied, 
whether the task was a minor one or one of 
great magnitude. Those who followed his 
work at Mercer's Hospital will testify to the 
splendid results attained by him, year in, year 
out. His interest in a patient never flagged 
from the day of admission to hospital until 
the day of departure. No detail was too 
insignificant for him, and he never deputed 
to others the tasks imposed on him by his 
work. In an age of specialisation, he was 
equally versed in all branches of surgery. 

Maunsell was, a great surgeon and a great 
gentleman. It is difficult to reduce the com- 
plexities of character to simple terms. If one 
were to summarise Maunsell’s characteristics, 
the. most. striking features were his unfailing 
kindness, his Me of ostentation, and a native 
dignity which conferred honour on his pro- 
fession. ‘To many he appeared aloof, but this 
was due to a disinclination to indulge in 
minor conversational commonplaces. Behind 
Lis quietness there was a great firmness in 
regard to just principles, and a shrewdness 
which was, perhaps, never better displayed 
than by his work in connection with the 
question of a separate Irish Medical Register. 
‘This question arose while Maunsell held the 
Presidency of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
and it was to his forethought that we owe 
the settlement of a momentous crisis in the 


affairs of Irish ‘medical teaching.

Tt is suggested that the Court of 
Inquiry into the circumstances of the losg 
of R101 may be appointed under th 
Tribunals of Inquiry (Evidence) Act, 
1921. A tribunal appointed under thig 
Act is armed with full powers and 
privileges, and is required, in the absence 
of special circumstances, to sit in public, 
According to the usual procedure, resolu- 
tions are passed by both Houses of 
Parliament, declaring that it is expedieng 
for the tribunal to be established under 
the Statute, whereupon a warrant of 
appointment is issued by one of tha 
principal Secretaries of State, who in th 
present case would be the new re 
Minister. 


The Memorial Service. 


More than twenty thousand applica. 
tions have been made for tickets for the 
Memorial Service to be held at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral to-morrow at noon, at which 
the Prince of Wales, representing the 
King, and the heads of the nation, with 
many notable foreigners, will be present, 
The Cathedral authorities have done their 
utmost to provide accommodation by 
means of extra seats; but it is estimated 
that no more than five thousand people 
can be present. The Cathedral will be 
opened at 11 o'clock, and from that time 
until noon the band of the Royal Ais 
Force will render a selection of music in 
the Jesus Chapel. The Service. which 
will be conducted by the Bishop of 
London, will be brought to a conclusion 
by the sounding of the Last Post by tha 
trumpeters of the Royal Air Force from 
one of the lofty balconies. 


Sir Oswald Mosley. 


In political circles it is thought that 
the Government’s failure to deal with 
unemployment in a satisfactory manner 
has been visited upon Mr. Thomas, who 
will be the scapegoat.

Columbus Commemorated. | 


The Prince of Wales will be the principal 
Sunday at the “ Fiesta de la 
Rara ” celebration at the Spanish Club 
in commemoration of the four hundred 
and thirty-eighth anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America by Christopher 
Columbus. The day is kept in Spain and 
in the Spanish Americas as a great national 
feast day, and must be kept here on the 
Sunday—the day when it is celebrated in 
South America, where there is no objection 
to such a celebration on a day which we 
regard as unsuitable. There will be dane- 
ing after the dinner on Sunday, but the 
Prince of Wales has decided that he will 
not partici pate. A notable feature of the 
banquet will be the toast of the Prince in 
wine of his own vintage. Three years ago 
when he visited the famous Gonsalez vine- 
yards, he was shown eight casks of sherry 
made from grapes grown in 1894, the year 
of his birth. He signed his name on one 
of the casks, and the wine, thus regarded 
as dedicated, was sealed up In a special 
cellar. where it has been guarded carefully 
ever since. This week twelve bottles of 
the sherry have been drawn and sent to 
London by aeroplane. The Marquis Merry 
del Val, the Spanish Ambasador, will take 
the chair at the banquet.

Bankers in Congress. 


Only a short time has elapsed since the 
meeting of the heads of great banking 
businesses was held in the United States. 
and the announcement that another meet- 
ing of bankers will be held to-morrow at 
Basle has aroused much interest in the 
City ; for it is understood that Mr. Norman 
Montague, the Governor of the Bank of 
England, will be present, and that the 
meeting will be attended by the heads of 
the national banks of the leading European 
countries. There is some hope in financia! 
circles here that the meeting may open up 
a new policy of co-operation, with a view to 
the rationalising of gold movements. The 
stream of gold flowing into the Bank of 
France from London, New York and Berlin 
has had a marked effect particularly in 
Germany, where there was a rise in the 
bank to-day from four to five 
per cent. 


Harvest Yields. 


rate 


The unseasonable weather of August and 
September had an adverse effect upon th 
corn harvest. The Ministry of Agriculture 
estimates the yield per acre of wheat ove 
England and Wales at 15.8 hundred- 
weight, In comparison with 19.1 hundred 
weight last year and a ten years’ average 
of 17.7 hundredweight. The estimated 
yield of barley is 14.2 hundredweight p+: 
acre, compared with 17.8 hundredweight 
in 1929. The yield of potatoes per acre 
over the whole country is estimated at 6.1 
tons, which is eight hundredweight lower 
than the good yield of last year, and only 
a little below the average crop for the 
past ten vears. 


An Aeroplane “ Hospital. ’ 


A new departure in connection with 
aviation is the opening of an aeroplane 
hospital at Brooklands, where any crashed 
aeroplane can be rebuilt so that it can be 
passed by the Aeronautical Inspection De 
partment. When a machine is sent to 
“hospital? ” it is taken at once into a 
repair shop, where it is inspected and 
every damaged part is scrapped, after 
which it is rebuilt and becomes as good as 
new. Meanwhile the engine is examined 
and all defective parts are removed. The 
engine is reassembled, and is run at nine- 
tenths of its full power for some hours 
Once again it is taken to pieces and 
examined, and. if all is found in orde 

it is reassembled and made ready fo 
return to the ncroplane. The ‘ hospital ”’ 
is meeting with such a demand that it ts 
to be enlarged.

CANADIAN SCHEME 
ENDORSED. 


A GENERAL ELECTION. 


_ 


Mr. Stanley Baldwin, leader of the 
Conservative Party, in a statement issued 
last night, says that the party, guided by 
the views expressed on Wednesday at the 
Imperial Conference, will formulate its 
own proposals for carrying the principle 
of imperial preference into effect, and 
will submit them to the people at the 
next election for their faa! abd definite 
assent, 

Mr. Baldwih’s statement was as 
follows:—‘‘In my opinion, the speeches 
which were delivered yesterday at the 
plenary session of the Imperial Conference 
by the Prime Ministers of the Dominions 
were among the most momentous declara- 
tions in the history of our imperial rela- 
tions. As Mr. Bennett, the Prime 
Minister of Canada, said: ‘The day is 
now at hand when the peoples of the 
Empire must decide once and for all 
whether our welfare lies in closer 
economic union or whether it does not. 
Delay is hazardous. The time for action 
has come. We dare not fail.’ 

“It is to me a matter for profound 
regret that, at a conference of this 
character, held in London with a British 
Minister in the chair, no WM of any kind 
should have been ‘given by the British 
Government, which appears to have con- 
fined itself to a mere statement of facts 
and figures. It is, however, all the more 
satisfactory that, in spite of the absence 
of that direction the Dominions should 
have shown themselves to be of one mind 
in the policy to be pursued and that their 
representatives expressed their eagerness 
to make their contribution towards the 
common cause. 


A STRIKING OFFER. 

“The striking offer made by the Prime 
Minister of Canada cannot fail to create a 
profound impression throughout this 
country and the Empire, and, speaking 
on behalf of the Conservative Party, I 
say without hesitation that the great 
principle of imperial preference embodied 
in that offer is one to which we must, and 
do, subscribe, and I heartily endorse Mr. 
Scullin’s statement that it is our duty to 
afirm not only the maintenance of that 
principle, but also the extension of its 
operation. 

“The policy of Empire free trade has 
been condemned as being outside the realms 
of practical politics. Mr. Bennett went 
so far as to state that Empire free trade, 
in his opinion, is neither desirable nor 
possible; for it would defeat the very 
purpose which we are striving to achieve. 
But, while Empire free trade has been 
declared to be impracticable, the Dominions 
have not been slow in showing how Empire 
economic unity can be achieved on the 
basis of extended imperial preference. 

“As Mr. Bennett hus indicated, it 
is for the Imperial Conference to approve 
the general principle, after which it would 
be necessary to set up economic com- 
mittees in the various countries in order 
to investigate thoroughly and in detail 
the questions incident to its operation. I 
welcome his suggestion that committees of 
this character should be set up in each 
of the countries concerned, and that these 
committees should commence immediately 
exhaustive examination of the effect upon 
their domestic conditions of the proposals 
put forward. 

““The proceedings yesterday have made 
if. clear that the matter brooks no delay. 
The speeches delivered established the fact 
that the present condition of industry and 
agricnuiture,. both at home and in the 
Empire, is so grave that we cannot afford 
to procrastinate in the application of 
remedies. 

‘Therefore, 1 say now, with a full 
sense of responsibility, that, whatever the 
Socialist Government may do, the Con- 
servative Party accepts the principle put 
forward with such weight and unanimity. 
Further, the Conservative Party, guided 
by the views expressed at this Conference, 
will formulate its own proposals for carry- 
ing that principle into effect, and will 
submit them to the people at the next 
election for their final and definite assent. 
I may add that it is my intention to 
issue a further statement next week, in 
which I shall take the opportunity of 
saying something more about the policy of 
the Conservative Party.’”’ hag

Str,—I ask the courtesy of your columns 

to make an appeal to the British nation 
to look squarely at the facts that have 
come but of the Imperial Conference.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 
Opposing armies of ‘the Brazilian 
Federal Government and the revolution- 
aries are facing each other to-night -t 
various points in the vast territories of 
Brazil, and there is every indication that 
a tragic civil war is developing. i 
The revolutiooaries are still in pos- 
session of Pernambuco (Recife), the port 
and capital of the State of that name, and 
one of the most important cities of 
Northern Brazil, which was captured yes- 
terday after heavy fighting. They also 
have a firm foothold in the rich State of 
Sao Paulo, where they are seriously 
treatening Sao Paulo city itself. 


FEDERAL OFFENSIVE. : 

The latest reports indicate that the 
Federal authorities, who were taken com- 
pletely by surprise at. first by the extent 
of the outbreak, have now pulled them- 
selves together and are ready to carry out 
a military programme for the putting 
down of the revolutionary forces in the 
disaffected States, particularly the 
Southern States of Minas Geraes and Rio 
Grande do Sul. 

The Federal forces in the State of Santa 
Catharina are reported to have taken the 
offensive. General Costa announces that 
2,500 cavalrymen have taken the field, 
divided into five regiments, 

Among other measures the Government 
has called up the naval reserves between 
21 and 30 years of age, the first to report 
being the youngest son of the President, 
Dr. Washington Luis, 


AIRMEN GO OVER TO ENEMY. 

The Government announces that Bello 
Horizonte, the capital of the State of 
Minas Geraes, was bombed by Federal air 
forces to-day, and declares that the rebels 
there are about to surrender. 

On the other hand, four of the ’planes 
sent to that city are reported to have 
joined the rebel cause, as did also half-a- 
dozen at Natal. The Government is en- 
deavouring to purchase bombing ’planes 
of the latest type, and is making inquiries 
in the United States regarding quick ship- 
ments. 


CAVALRY RUSHED TO FRONT. 

A Federal communiqué states that opera- 
tions have begun against the rebels in the 
State of Parana and that five cavalry 
regiments have ben rushed _ thither. 
According to a Para telegram, police and 
sailors loyal to the Federal Government 
came into conflict with rebellious soldiers 
there and bombarded them heavily. 

A strict censorship prevails throughout 
the country, and foreign correspondents 
are experiencing the greatest difficulty in 
obtaining trustworthy information from 
the various battle-fronts. 

The Government has issued a decree 
fixing maximum prices for food-stuffs, but 
says that there is no danger of a food 
shortage. 


PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

The President to-nirht announced 
through the official spokesman that he 
had no intention of resigning office, as 
requested by the rebel leaders yesterday. 

Foreign . diplomatic circles in the 
Brazilian capital are of opinion that, 
unless the revolutionary movement collapses 
suddenly through lack of funds and sup- 
plies, a protracted struggle may be ex- 
pected. Whatever the ultimate outcome of 
the revolt, well-informed circles believe that 
it will assume far larger proportions, and 
is likely to meet with a far greater 
degree of resistance than similar move- 
ments recently in other Latin-American 
Republics. 

RIVAL STATES. 

The chief reason for this is the size of 
the country ; for it is not usually realised 
that Brazil is larger than the United 
States. The diversity of commercial 
interests and economic unrest had 
aligned one group of States against 
another. While part of the country 
centring in Rio de Janeiro is loyal to 
Dr. Washington Luis, both to the South 
and North a deepening hostility to the 
administration has swept a powerful com- 
bination of States into the revolutionary 
ranks. 

THE FEDERAL FORCES. 

As regards man-power the Federal 
Government has at its disposal a regular 
army of three thousand officers and forty- 
three thousand men, besides 130,000 
reservists. Since 1919 the army has been 
trained by a French military mission, and 
seems for the most part loyal to the 
Government. 

On the other hand, the navy, which 
has becn trained by a United States 
mission, is reported to be wavering. The 
Brazilian Navy comprises two battleships 
of 19,000 tons, three 3,000-ton cruisers, a 
coastal defence vessel of 3,000 tons, eleven 
destroyers, four submarines, etc. 


WIRELESS PROPAGANDA. 
Taking a leaf out of the book of the 
British Government at the time of the 
general strik_, the Government is hourly 
broadcasting throughout the country 
bulletins concerning the progress of the 
revolution. Everyone in possession of 
wireless sets is encouraged by the Govern- 
ment to listen-in, and, at the same time, 
citizens are requested ito assist the 
authorities im tracing transmitting 
stations controlled by the rebels. 
[Nore.—In addition to the forces men- 
tioned above there is a body of military 
police under the War Office, 33,000 strong, 
capable of expansion to 130,000. The in- 
fantry are armed with the Mauser rifle 
and the field and horse artillery with 75- 
millimetre guns. |

GLOOMY FEELING IN

The announcement was made from the 
rostrum of the New York Stock Exchange 
in the morning, and, following close upon 
the failure of the firm of J. A. Sisto’ and 
Co., has caused a tremendous sensation in 
financial circles. 


THE THIRD RECENT FAILURE. 

The latter firm was ‘‘ hammered ” on 
the New York Exchange some. ten days 
ago. 

This is the third failure since.the recent 
Wall streét slump started. The Committee 
of the Stock Exchange have given all the 
assistance in their powor by. suppressing 
rumours, but it would now appear that 
there is a considerable measure of fact 
behind them. 

Tronically enough, less than five minutes 
after the tape machines had flashed the 
news through the count# of this, the most 
serious of failures in the past ten years, 
and stocks began to crash accordingly, | 
some of the machines carried the news of 
a speech delivered in Boston io. the 
American Federation of Labour by Mr.

SHARP FALL IN U.S. STEEL.

The increase in the Reichsbattk’s dis- 
count rate by one per cent. came as a 
surprise to the banks, and led to a drop 
in quotations on the Berlin Stock Ex- 
change in some cases of over 20 per cent. 

It is recognised that the increase 1m- 
poses an additional burden on German 
trade and industry, which are already very 
much in the doldrums at present, but the 
action was inevitable in view of the heavy 
demands made since the general election 
on the Reichsbank on account of foreign 
guarantees, a continuance of which it 1s 
hoped to check by the increase in the dis- 
count rate. 

DEPOSITORS’ FEARS. 

It is estimated that at least £50,000,000 
has been withdrawn from the Reichsbank 
since Herr Hitler’s success at the polls, 
which disturbed foreign countries, particu- 
lariy France, and led to a demand for the 
redemption of short term credits, while 
thousands of Germans converted their 
bank balances into foreign currency and 
deposited them abroad out of fear of what 
the future may bring forth in Germany 
and that another inflation period is 
threatened. 

Such a possibility, however, is laughed 
to scorn by financial circles, which point 
out that the Reichsbank’s bank note 
circulation is covered to the extent of 54.3 
per cent. by gold and foreign guarantees, 
and that the increase in the discount rate 
is, as was stated by the Reichsbank 
President, Dr. Luther, when announcing 
it this morning, merely a measure of pre 
caution.

A NEW SITUATION.

The Times to-day observes ip a leading 
article: —Mr, Baldwin has lost no time in 
defining his attitude and that of his party 
towards the new situation created by Mr. 
Bennett's speech in the Imperial Confer- 
ence. It was all the more necessary that 
he should. -take this step in view of the 
failure of the Government to give a lead 
ot any kind to the Conference and their 
hesitant and dubious reception of the 
Canadian propocal. It was essential, in 
fact, that the Dominions should not be 
left under the impression that after so 
much talk of e.onomic co-operation their 
suggestions for mutual help were being 
cold-shouldered and had no chance of 
receiving the careful and sympathetic con- 
sideration. promised them when the Con- 
ference . was summoned. Wednesday’s 
speeches at the Cotiference—Mr. Thomas’s 
no less than thcse of the Dominion Prime 
it plain that the con- 
ditions, both at home and in the 
Dominions, are too grave to permit of any 
procrastination in applying remedies, and 
much too grave to permit the Dominions 
to remain under any doubt as to the spirit 
in which their proposals have been met in 
this country. 

There is nothing hesitant or dubious 
about Mr. Baldwin’s welcome of the 
Canadian initiative. He declares at once, 
and without ambiguity, that the Con- 
servative Party accepts the principle of 
Imperial Preference on which that initia- 
tive is based. More than that, he 
ennounces that, whatever the present 
Government may do, “the Conservative 
Party, guided by the views expressed at 
this Conference, will formulate its own 


effect, and will submit them to the people 
at the next election for their final and 
definite assent.’’ That phrase, of course, 
creates a new situation in our domestic 
politics also. 


A CONCRETE PROPOSAL. 

Before the Conference neither Mr. 
Baldwin: nor anyone could speak 
otherwise than hypothetically, proceeds 
The Times, and this did not satisfy those 
who believed there was some kind of 
mystical virtue in “ food taxes,” just as 
Mr. Snowden believes there is a mystica] 
virtue in one-sided free trade. Those who 
looked at facts and not at phrases realised 
that the effect, good or bad, of any scheme 
whatever would depend on the particular 
duties included in it, and on the 
advantages which our own industries 
would receive in exchange. Before pro- 
nouncing on any scheme, it would be 
necessary to weigh the advantages against 
the disadvantages—-some disadvantages 


else 


|} there are bound to be—and to strike a 


balanee, -That, of course, could not be 
done until, on the basis of some concrete 
proposal, a scheme had been evolved and 
subjected to careful and thorough exami- 
nation bv all concerned. But such a 
concrete, proposal has now been made by 
Canada, with the request that it should 
be examined by technical committees 
Empire Governments, 
and reviewed by the Conference in six 
months’ time, in order to see whether it 
is possible to build upon it a scheme 
which would be of benefit to the whole 
Empire. 

There is no need, for the moment, to go 
into the details of the Canadian proposal. 
As a matter of fact, it was not put very 
clearly in Mr. Bennett's speech, and, in 
any case, it 1s admitted that it was in- 
tended only to serve as a basis for dis- 
cussion and negotiation. No final judg- 
ment can be pronounced -upon it—or 
rather. upon the scheme which the 
Canadian. Government hopes may be 
founded upon it—until it has been 
thoroughly examined from every point of 
view. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S DUTY. 


With ‘impressive unanimity the other 
Dominion Governments joined. with the 
Canadian in urging a great extension cf 
the existing reciprocal tariff preferences, 
and there can thus be no doubt of their 
readiness to do their part in examining 
Mr. Bennett’s proposed basis, and in 
attempting to work it into a mutually 
acceptable scheme. The British Govern- 
mént is. bound also to take the same 
course, 1f it 1s not to go back on declara- 
tions made on more than one occasion by 
the Prime. Minister and by the Secretary 
of State for the Dominions: Thus, on 
June 26 Mr, Thomas, speaking in the 
House of Commons for himself and for 
the Government, promised that at .the 
Conference “ we will discuss everything 
on its merits and with a single-minded 
purpose to do all that is possible, not 
only in the interests of our country, but 
in the interests of the Empire as a whole.” 
To refuse to give the Canadian proposais 
the exhaustive examination for which Mr. 
Bennett has asked would be to admit that 
this and other promises to the same effect 
were utterly misleading. 

In any case, whatever the present 
Ministers may decide to do, Mr. Baldwin's 
statement to-day is a guarantee that the 
Canadian proposal—and, indeed, every 
other proposal for Empire co-operation 
brought before the Conference—will be 
carefully examined in this country, and 
that every effert will be made to reach an 
agreement advantageous to the whole 
Empire and to every part of it.

OBJECT OF MR. BALDWIN’S 
STATEMENT. 


The ¥imes Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes to-day ‘in regard to the statement 
issued by Mr. Baldwin last evening. It is 
ufiderstocd that the “further statement “ re- 
ferred to by Mr. Baldwin will probably take 
the form of a letter to the Chairman of the 
party organisation. It had been thought 
originally that. Mr. Baldwin would have 
addressed a meeting of the party, but little 
more than a fortnight now remains before 
Parliament reassembles, and it was found 
difficult to arrange a meeting at such short 
notiee. Also, it is felt that the developments 
at: the Imperial Conference on Wednesday 
have made it essential that there should be 
no delay in making known to the country the 
policy of the. party. 

The object of issuing a preliminary state- 
ment Jast-night was to show at once that the 
Conservative leaders accept the principle of 
mutual imperial preference, whatever action 
may be decided on by the present British 
Government. There is reason to believe that 
some form of quota for wheat, and possibly 
other imported foodstuffs, still finds favour 
with, Mr. Baldwin and his. colleagues, and 
that in their view there is nothing in the 
speeches of Mr. Bennett and the other 
Dominion Prime Ministers inconsistent with 
the adoption of the quota system. 

Particular importance is atiached to Mr. 
Bennett’s point that the primary concern of 
Canada to-day is profitably to sell its wheat, 
that Canada wants a better market in Great 
Britain, and is willing to pay for it by giving 
a preference for British goods in the Canadian 
market.

The body of Rigger S.- Church, oí 
Cardington, the forty-eighth victim of the 
R101 disaster, arrived at Dover from 
Calais in the steamer Isle of Thanet 
yesterday afternoon. As the vessel 
entered the harbour the flag at Dover 
Castle flew at half-mast. 

The passengers had begun to dis- 
embark, when the coffin, covered with 
beautiful ‘wreaths, was borne ashore on 
the carrier. All halted and bared their 
heads while men of the Royal Air Force 
from Hawkinge, under Flight-Lieutenant 
Short, carried the coffin to a black-draped 
coach attached to the mail train. The 
flowers were removed, the cofin was 
draped with the Union Jack and placed in 
the coach for London, where it was laid in 
the Westminster Mortuary.

OFFICIAL STATEMENTS. 


The following statement was 
from 10 Downing street, last night:— 

““ As announced yesterday, the funeral 
procession of those who lost their lives in 
the. disaster to R101 will leave West- 
minster Hall at ten a.m. on Saturday, 
October 11th, and. will pass through the 
streets of London on its way to Euston 
Station, where it will arrive about noon. 
During this time it is the Government's 
hope that the sense that this solemn 
public procession is in progress in London 
will be present to the mind of the whole 
nation.’’ 

The Air Ministry announces that the 
funeral procession is expected at Euston 
at 11.30 a.m. The train carrying the 
bodies will leave at about 12.30, and will 
John's Station, Bedford, at 
about 2 p.m. A new procession will be 
formed. which will leave the station at 
about 2.45 p.m., and will reach St. Mary’s 
Churchyard at about 4 p.m. 

No troops will be on the route. 

The Prime Ministers who are atvending 
the Imperial Conference will walk in the 
procession. 

For the procession to Euston, which will 
leave Westminster Hall at 10 o'clock on 
Saturday morning, traffic will be diverted 
from streets along the route. 


BEDFORD TO CARDINGTON. 


For about two miles the route over 
which the funeral procession will pass 
from Bedford to Cardington les through 
quiet countryside. The last mile of 1 
runs parallel with the landing ground, 
and across the fields can be seen the moor- 
ing mast and the airship station. 
To-morrow the grass verges on both sides 
of the road will hold thousands of people, 
and the whole of the route will be cuarded 
by mounted and foot police. All traffic on 
roads leading to Cardington will be 
stopped. 

Ordinary Royal Air Force lorries, with 
trailers, will carry the coffins. 

The two special trains from London are 
expected to arrive at Bedford station at 
about two o'clock. They will be met by 
the Lord Lieutenant of the county, Mr. §. 
Howard Whitbread; the Chairman of the 
County Council, Lord Ampthill; the High 
Sheriff, Mr. H. S. Deacon, and the Mayor 
of Bedford, Alderman S. B. Morling. 

At the borough boundary there will be 
a large enclosure, at which will be waiting 
county dignitaries, members of the Bed- 
ford Town Council, magistrates and repre- 
sentatives of other bodies. 

The grave in which the victims will be 
buried is in the new cemetery, which lies 
opposite to the church, just hefore the 
village is reached,

The Northern Ireland Senate reassembled 
to-day for the Autumn Session. 

Senator H. B. Armstrong, in proposing the 
election of Viscount Bangor as Speaker in 
succession to the late Marquess of Dufferin 
and Ava, said that he did so with great 
pleasure, because he felt that.the one whose 
name he proposed was in every way eminently 
qualified to maintain the high traditions of the 
Chair. Viscount Bangor had been a member 
of the Senate for nine years, and had filled 
the office of Deputy Leader with brilliance, 
and indeed with distinction. 

The duties of the Chair of that Senate 
might be less arduous than those of the 
Speaker in another place; nevertheless, they 
were exacting, and required firmness, deci- 
sion, close and constant attention, strict 
impartiality, courtesy and _ consideration. 
Viscount Bangor, he thought, possessed all 
those qualifications. 


NATIONALIST SUPPO..*. 

Senator T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist), 
Opposition leader, who seconded, said that the 
responsibility for the choice of a successor 
to the late Lord Dufferin lay, in the first 
instance, upon the predominant party in the 
House. The honourable member who had 
moved the motion before the House was the 
spokesman of that party. They of the 
Opposition realised that in existing circum- 
stances it would be idle to put forward a 
rival candidate. The day might come when 
the election of a Speaker of that House would 
be determined solely by the fitness of the 
candidate for that high office, other not less 
laudable considerations being laid aside. 
The election of a Speaker should be 
unanimous, if circumstances at all permitted. 
The Spaakership of that House was no easy 
task; it was no light responsibility. The 
Speaker-elect should bring to his work the 
encouragement to be derived from the know 
ledge that he had the good-will of every

FAIR AND COURTEOUS. 

Lord Bangor had borne himself bravely 
and honourably as a soldier. They had 
known him there as a Deputy-Speaker and a 
Deputy Leader of the House. In those offices 
hs had shown uniform courtesy, fairness «id 
ability. He possessed a large fund of human 
sympathy. He had a sense of humour. That 
was an invaluable asset. Let him keep that 
vould - serve him well. Let him 
remember what Lord Dufferin had never 
forgotten: that a mild answer breaketh 
wrath. And if his ear caught at times, as 
it would, sharp accents in debate within the 
limits of Parliamentary decorum, let him not 
cast a too reproachful eye upon the speakers:

TRIBUTES TO HIS NOBLE 
QUALITIES. 


When the Senate reassembled striking 
tributes were paid to the memory of the late 
Speaker, the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, 
who was killed in the air accident in Kent 
last July. ; 

Viscount Charlemont said that this was the 
first occasion on which the House had met 
since the lamentable event in July which 
robbed it of Lord Dufferin’s services, ana it 
would be impossible to resume the “session 
without a brief reference to the late Speaker. 
He doubted whether anyone in Ulster heard 
of Lord Dufferin’s untimely death without 
a deep sense that the community had suffered 
an irreparable loss. Among Lord Dufferin’s 
forebears were men and women who shed 
lustre on the land of. their birth, whose 
achievements stood high in the roll of honour 
of the British nation. He was a man of whom 
they would not be ashamed, although the 
path which he followed had not the splendour 
of the one trodden by a Governor-General of 
Canada, a Viceroy of India, or the perhaps 
more lasting fame that attended the ways of 
a Sheridan. 

EXAMPLE OF PUBLIC SERVICE. 

But Lord Dufferin gave his services freely 
and ungradgingly to the small corner of the 
British Empire to which he belonged; and he 
thought that men in his position who took 
up the burden of public life set an example 
to those about them not inferior to those 
whose careers in distant lands were fraught 
with a greater brilliance. It was difficult for 
one who knew him for many years to speak 
in these circumstances; difficult because it 
vould be so easy to give undue prominence to 
engaging traits in his private character, 
whereas it was Lord Dufferin’s loss to the 
public life of that province that the House 
deplored. Perhaps he might best conclude by 
saying that Lord Dufferin’s private virtues 
were for his family and for those who had the 
honour to know him privately, and that in 
public—whether as Commander of the Ulster 
Division of the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve, as A.D.C. to His Majesty 
the King, as Chatrman of the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, as first Speaker of 
the Senate of Northern Ireland, or 
in the other high positions which he 
held—his most fitting epitaph would be

which it had pleased God to ¢all him. 
OPPOSITION LEADER’S TRIBUTE. 
Senator T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nat.), said

THE ECONOMIC POSITION. 

Dealing with the economic conditions of the 
country, Mr. J. Thomas said :—‘‘ The 
danger to me is quite clear and manifest. 
It is that, in whatever sphere of life we 
may be, idleness, ease and comfort with. 
out effort is highly daugerous. There 
Is no monopoly of virtues in any class or 
creed, the same tendencies are manifest in 
all. When I look at the unemployed figures 
| ask what is the cost in demoralisation. 
That above all should be uppermost in our 
minds. That is, after all, the cardinal 
feature of our present-day economic trouble. 
uud statesmen of the British Commonwealth 
inust not only make that the dominant issue. 
but must say to themselves that it is the 
only thing that matters.’’ 

PLAIN SPEAKING. 

Mr. R. B. Bennett said that the first 
thing they should consider was the condi- 
tion in which they lived. ‘' There is no 
likelihood again. that the great Dominions 
will ever again be content to have raw 
material shipped to these islands to be 
fabricated and sent back to them manu- 
factured. <A frank recognition of that fact 
is desirable, It is one of the essential facts 
that must be looked at in any estimate you 
make of the present conditions on which you 
base your future policy. 

‘*Tn my judgment, we have reached a real 
crisis in the life of our Empire, and unless 
w+ are prepared to face actualities and go 
forward to achieve our common end, then 
we will have failed.”’ 


Mr. Scullin, Prime Minister of Australia, 
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said that Australia had for 
given preference to British industry, and 
business interests in this country had not 
taken a hundred per cent. advantage of it. 
‘You will say that we have put tariff 
restrictions against you. We have done. it. 
but not to restrict your trade; for, let me 
say that when the first glimmer of sunshine 
comes thrcugh tha chinks that will be made 
in the depression, we will lift these emer- 
gency measures for the British trader. (Ap 
plause.) \We have put them on because we 
are determined to pay our way. On ninety 
per cent. of our imports we give preference 
to British goods, and I have not the slightest

AUSTRALIA'S FINANCES. 


Referring to Australia’s financial position, 
Mr. Seullin said: ‘‘I have seen across the 
pages of your Press headlines such as 
' Australia Would Repudiate.’ Australian 
people will repudiate when British people 
repudiate—and that is never.” 

Mr. Scullin said that he had not come to 
England to bargain on a basis of gurd pro quo 
but he had come to ask that we should 
advance on the*road to reciprocal trade at 
this time of crisis, when it was so necessary.
